Clerk of the Peace of the reſpective Counties ; and the Letters for the Univerlities to be directed 
to the reſpective Vice-Chancellors ; and the Letters to the ſeveral Cities, Boroughs, and Cinque- 
Ports, to be directed to the chiet Magiſtrates of each reſpective City, Borough and Cinque-Port, 
containing directions for the chooling in all ſuch Counties, Cities , Univerſities, Boroughs, and 
Cinque-PForrs, wirhin "Ten Days after the receipr of rhe ſaid reſpective Letters, ſuch a number of 
Perſons to repreſent them as are of right to be ſent to Parliament ; of which Elections, and the times 
and places thereof, the reſpective Officers ſhall give notice within the ſpace of Five days at the 
leaſt.

MY LORDS, | 
Have confidered of Tour Advice, and, as far as I am able, I will endeavour to ſecure the Peace of 
the Nation, until the Meeting of the Convention in January next, for the Eleftion whereof 1 will 
forthwith 1ſſue out Letters according to your defire ; I will alſo take Care to apply the publick Revenue 
to the moſt proper Uſes, that the preſent Affairs require ; and likewiſe endeavour to put Ireland into ſuch a 
Condition, as that the Proteſtant Religion, and the Englith Intereſt may be Maintained in that King- 
dom: And I further aſſure you, That as I came hither for the Preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion, 
and the Laws and Liberties of theſe Kingdoms, fo I ſhall always be ready to expoſe my ſelf to any hazard 
for the Defence of the ſame. | 
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
